The question as to whether or not the 
bonds Issued by the city of Janesville 
for the purchase of the library site, 
the city hall site and the erection of 
the city hall, were legally Issued has 
caused considerable comment and ar- 
guments are advsncnd on both sides 
of the question. 


One Side 


It Is contended by some that 
the 


decisions handed down on January 1J 
by the supreme court and published 
In the Northwestern Reporter on Feb. 
17, In the casc.of the Appleton-Water 
Co.. vs. the City of Appleton, has no 
bearing on this case because there 
was no provision in the Appleton char- 
ter authorizing the Issuance of time 
bonds. 
The city of Appleton was In- 


corporated under 
special 
charter 


•which was finally consolidated and 
amended by Chapter -141 of the Laws 
of 1885. • This act contained no pro- 
vision authorizing tno issuance of mu- 
nicipal bonds for any purpose, but on 
the contrary contained express pro- 
vision mat "The common council shau 
have power to issue no bonds or oth- 
er evidences of debt, except In cases 
authorized by this act or some law of 
this state." 
At this time while there 


was no provision in their charter for 
the Issuance of bonds, sections 
B42 


and 943 of the revised statutes of :• 
. gave the power generally to corpora- 
tions to issue bonds ii submitted to a 
vote of the people and carried. 
The 


•city of Appleton did not do this. 


Our* Special Chsrter 


Janesville has a special charter 


and section 926-11 of the Revised stat- 
utes of 89S states for what purposes 
bonds may be Issued and the mode of 
Issuing them, which was by a three- 
fourths vote of the council. 
-als 


•was supposed to be all that was neces- 
sary and the city has worked under 
this section when issuing bonds. 


The Court's Opinion 


The court held in the Appleton case 


"that section 926-11. governing cities 
under special charters, authorizing.the 
Issuance of bonds for the purposes 
for which the Janesville bonds were 
issued Is subject to section IK-, re- 
quiring the submission of the question 
of the Issuance of bonds for such pur- 
poses, to a vote of the people. The 
question whether a city operating un- 
der a special charter, has adopted the 
general charter law as to the provis- 
ions relating to the Issuance of bonds 
1s Immaterial." 


As To Janesville 


Section 943 requires that the ques- 
tion be submitted to a vote of tho 
people and section 920-11 is silent on 
this subject. 
The trouble in Janes- 
ville has been that the lawyers In 
reading section 943 have taken 
tho 
clause "unless it Is otherwise provid- 
ed by law," to except section U-G-11. 
This Is where the mistake was made 
and the supreme court held these two 
sections should be read together and 
the bond issue submitted to tho peo- 
ple. 
Section 943 simply throws ad- 


ditional safeguards around the power 
to Issue bonds. 


Only Exceptions 


In reality the only bonds that tho 
city of Janesville can Issue without 
submitting the question to a vote of 
the people are those for sewerage, 
street improvement, bridges and re- 
funding bonded Indebtedness. 


No Doubt 


There Is very little doubt, however, 


but that the city will pay the $87.0uu 
of bonds outstanding and a curative 
bill has already been Introduced In the 
legislature to legalize the issue.

Talked Trades Unions 


M. H. Whlttakcr then took 
the 


floor and strongly criticised 
the at 


tltude which the churches take toward 
organized labor. 
Ho asserted that 


since the church first upheld the doc- 
trine of the divine right or kings It 
had been arrayed against the working 
man. 
As a result tho laborer has 


come to believe that tho church mem- 
ber is his enemy. 
The saloon man 


is one of tho most generous contribu- 
tors to unionism, and consequently 
the -worklngman makes tho saloon his 
headquarters during leisure hours. 
. Mr. Whlttaker further claimed that 
tho church was not up-to-date be- 
cause of the lack of Interest which 
the church members show In labor 
day. 
The union men make that an 
occasion for tho sale or jeer on the 
ground that the church people would 
not come anyway, while those who 
do attend patronlzo the liquor stands 
freely and add to the profits of 
the 


day. 
If union men were taken more 


freely Into the church and given more 
encouragement, he said. It would prob- 
ably bo poslsble to eliminate some 
>of the -worst features of unionism. 


Many Expressed Opinions 
From that time on the discussion 


was warm. 
Mr. Whittaker. perhaps, 


assailed the church moro strongly 
than any other man. but the manner 
In which the church members carry 
out tho divine decrees was freely crit- 
icised.

Lawmakers Have Power to Regulcta 


Commerce Among the States, Sub 
Ject Only to the Limitations of tht 
Federal Constitution. 


Washington. Feb. 24.—Justice Har- 


lan handed down n decision of the 
United States Supreme court in a lot- 
tery case which reafllrms the power ol 
congress to prohibit Interstate com- 
merce within certain limits. 


This decision apparently alllrms th<i 


constitutionality of the sections In 
the 
LIttlelleld 
and 
Hoar anti-trust 


bills, which propose to prohibit the 
transportation of articles made by 
Illegal trusts from one stale lo anoth- 
er. 


The decision by Juslice Harlan, of 


course, alllrms what Attorney Gener- 
al Knox declared to be u well-estab- 
lished principle, thai the constitution 
gives to congress the exclusive right 
to regulate Interstate commerce, and 
that the right to regulate of necessity 
Involves the right to prohibit. 


Decides Lottery Case. 


The case decided by the Supreme 


court came from Chicago and was an 
appeal from the Circuit court there. 
The appeal rose from an order of the 
Circuit court dismissing n writ of ha- 
beas corpus sued out by Charles M. 
Champion against United States Mar- 
shal Ames. Champion was under In- 
dictment ' In Texas because he sent 
from that state to California certain 
lottery tickets, although. Hie. United 
States law prohibits any express com- 
pany or other corporation from carry- 
ing them from one .state to another.' 


The claim was Kent up In behalf ol 


Champion that lottery tickets were 
not articles of commerce, and, furth- 
ermore, thai the conntllulloiial pow- 
er of congress was limited to the regu- 
lation of interstate commerce and 
could not be extended to the entire 
prohibition of commerce between tho 
Elates. 


Congress Has Power. 


A majority of the court sustained 


the decision of the Circuit court at 
Chicago deciding that lottery tickets 
were articles of commerce and con- 
gress had a constitutional right to pro- 
hibit Interstate commerce, providing 
it did not Interfere with the general 
guarantees.

Justice Harlan called attention on 


tho general question as to the power 
to prohibit Interstate commerce to 
tho fact that congress had enacted 
laws prohibiting the Iransportatlon of 
cattle having Infectious diseases and 
that congress, after prohibiting tho 
slates from Inlerferlng with the sale 
of liquor In original packages, 
had 


subsequently granted to the states the 
right to exercise police power over 
original packages and that this 
was 


sustained ns a valid exercise of tho 
power of congress to regulate com- 
mer.ce between the states. 


Constitution Controls. 


In discussing and deciding the gen- 


eral' principle as to the power of con- 
gress. Justice Harlan said: 


"The present case does not r.otritlre 


the court to declare the full extent ot 
the power that'congress may exercise 
In the regulation of commerce among 
the stales. 
We may, however, repeat 


In this connection what 
the 
court 


heretofore has said, that the power of 
congress to rogulale commerce among 
the states, although plenary, cannot ha 
deemed arbitrary, since it Is subject 
to such limitations or restrictions as 
are prescribed by the constitution."
